HOW AN INIQUITIOUS MEASURE 
WAS DEFEATED. 


Emory Speer Once More Makes Himself Serviceabie 
to the Republican Side of the House— Mr. Ste. 
phens in his Seat—Judge MoCay's Cer. 
tainty of the Federal Bench, 


Special Dispatch to The Constitution, 
WasHiIneoTon, June J3.—To-day the senate 
was about to pass the bill to retire the officers 
of the navy who had been commanding de- 
partments according to their department 
rank, or as commodores. Mr. Anthony, one 
of the most inflyential men in the senate, 
had reported the bill favorably and not one 
objection was made to its passage. Senator 
Brown, of Georgia, suddenly rose from a pa- 
per he was examining at his desk, and 
asked for the reading of the biil. He 
then proceeded to perforate it in his 
best style, and showed thatit set a precedent 
very dangerous to thé best interest of the gov- 


ernment. The Georgia senator made it so 
plain and exhibited the bill in such a light 


. that the senate defeated it by two to one over 


the report of the committee. It was a triumph 

neatly won, but it saved the government 

much money and squelched a bad precedent. 
HOW EMORY SERVED HIS PRIENDS. 

To-day in the house the democrats were 
making a strong fight against the system of 
assessing government clerks for’ the 
expenses of the congressional campaign. 
when Emory Speer came gallantly to 
the rescue of his republican friends, and 
raised a point of order which stopped consid- 
eration of the amendment to prevent this out- 
rage.

CONSCIENCE MONEY. 


The Senate Passes the Bill to Refund to Japan—The 
Diatrict of Columbia Bill. 
WasHINGTON, June 15.—In the senate a 
communication was received from the secre- 
tary of war transmitting additional informa- 
tion in regard to the inventions and improve- 
ments of heavy ordnance. It was accom pa- 
nied by papers so voluminous that they filled 
a box four feet by eighteeninches. Referred. 
Several bills authorizing the loan of tents, 


- camp equipage, etc., to veteran associations 


in various parts of the country were passed. 
Mr. Maxey, on behalf of the military 
committee, announced, in justice to all, that 
applications for donations of tents, guns, 
camp equipage, etc., would be refused after 
the close of the present session of congress. 
Mr. Brown’s resolution, supplying,each sena- 
tor with a $1,200 clerk, was considered and re- 
jected—yeas 20, nays 28. Upon concluding 


the morning business the senate, at 2:10, laid 


aside the Japanese bill and listened toa 
speech by Mr. Blair upon illiteracy in the 


states, and the urgent need foran adequate | 


appropriation in the aid of 
common schools. He held the _ floors 
nearly two hours. The senate then non-con- 
curred in the house ainendments to the dis- 
trict water supply bill and ordered a confer- 
ence. Mr. Hoar called up the senate bill re- 
ferring the 2otton claim of the estate of Ster- 
ling T. Austin, to the court of claims, and it 
was passed. Mr. Allison reported back from 
ihe finance eommittee, with amendments, 
the house bank charter extension bill. Or- 
dered printed and recommitted. 
THE JAPANESE INDEMNITY BILL. 
At4o’clock the Japanese indemnity bill 
was proceeded with. Mr. Morrill’s amend- 
ment ordering the destruction of the bonds 
in which the fund was invested prevailed— 
yeas 27, nays 23. On motion of Mr. Morrill, 
the prize money clain was reduced more than 
$100,000 by deducting accumulated interest. 
An amendment by Mr. Hawley, allowing five 
percent of the fund to be paid to Japan, 
after being rejected in committee of whole by 
23 to 24, was voted down in the senate 
by 22 to 27. Theconclusion of the commit- 
tee not to pay to Japan the accumulated in- 
terest which the indemnity had earned was 
reiterated in the senate by a vote of 25 to 23. 
Upon the passage of the bill several of its 
original advyocates—among them Messrs. Con- 
ger, Butler and George—stated their opposi- 
tion to it in view of the changes made by the 
senate. Mr. Sherman said he would vote 
against it because he believed it to be a sensa- 
tional bill, and thought that the money was 
not due to Japan. Mr. Maxey believed 
that the money belonged to the United 
States by virtue of solemn treaty. Mr. Mor- 
gan, while yielding his judgment to that of 
the senate on the question of propriety, 
would support the measure as the best means 
of settlement obtainable. Mr. Brown said he 
would vote now to pay the principal to Japan 
with a conviction that the interest would be 
paid hereafter. The bill yep RB 39; 
nays, 13. The bill, as passed, authorizes and 
directs the president to pay to the govern- 
ment of apan the sum _ of  $785,- 
000.87 in legal coin, through the United 
States minister, to Japan, and _ directs 
that all bonds now owned or controlled by the 
state department and designated in the de- 
artment reports as the ‘‘Japanese indemnity 
und,’’ shall be canceled and destroyed. Sec- 
tion 2 directs the secretary of the treasury to 
pay from the treasury $140,000 as prize money 
to the officers and crews of the United States 
ships Wyoming and the steamer Takiung, or 
their lega' representatives, for services in 
the straits of Simonowski in = 1863 
and 1864. No payment is to be made to the 
assignee of any mariner, but to the mar.ner 
himself, his legal representatives or his or 
their duly authorized attorney. After a 
strugele for precedence in behalf of the 
bonded spirits bill and the Dakota bill, a 
struggie which was not terminated, the sen- 
ate, at G.o’clock, adjourned. 
THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA BILL. 
In the house consideration was resumed of 
the biil to increase the water supply of the 
district of Columbia. The bill'was amended 
to provide for the erection of fish ways in the 
Potomac river at Great falls, appropriating 
$50,000 for this purpose, and providing that 
one-half of the cost of the proposed 
improvement be paid by _ the 
taxable property _ of the -_ district, 
interest to be included in the tax levy, and 
the principal to be paid from a sinking fund 


to be created from the surplus waterrevenues. | 


The bill then passed. The house then went 
into committee of the whole on the legisla- 
tive, executive and judicial apprepriation 
bill. Several eiiurts were made 
to engraft upon the bill amendments looking 
tothe abolition of the custom of levying po- 
litical assessments upon government em- 
ployes, but all were ruled out on points of 
order. Pending along discussion upon the 
last section of the bill directing the secretary 
of war to transfer all pension claim records in 
the surgeon general’s office to the office of the 
adjutant general, the committee rose and 
the house adjourned.

STILL TURNING THEM OUT.

Tillman, of a. MS er, Py fe Next—The Utah 

WASHINGTON, June 13,—The sub-committee 
of the house committee on elections in charge 
of the contested elections of Smalls, republi- 
can, against Tillman, democrat, from the fifth 
district of South Carolina, to-day adopted a 
resolution declaring that Smalls was duly 
elected and is entitled, to the seat. The sub- 
committee will report this case to the full 
committee next Tuesday. 

Post-office officials say that the surplus of 
receipts over expenditures for the past vear 
will foot up. in the vicinity of a million del 
lars. There isa large element in congress 
whe argue that the department has no right 
to be self-sustaining, or, at least, be made a 
source of revenue tu the government 
ticipation of the fact that the year’s opera- 
tions will disclose a margin ef receipts over 
expenditures a number of bills are pending 
looking to a reduction of the cost of postage 
to the public.. Among these are One or two 
to reduce letter postage to two cents, to abol- 
ish postage on second-class matter, and to in- 
troduce the secret message card, which would 
take the place of short letters and cost one 
cent. The postmaster general is understood 
to be favorable tosome kind of a reduction, 
but he is opposed by many of the other ofti- 
cials of the department. As congressmen are 
getting in a hurry to go home, i. is not at all 
certain that anything will be done this ses- 
sion. 

THE UTAH COMMISSION BUNGLE. 

There is a very serious difficulty in the way 
of the consummation of the Utah commission 
law. When the bill was under consideration 
in the house Mr. Carlisle made the point of 
order that it must be considered in commit- 
tee of the whole, because it made necessary 
an appropriavion of money to pay the mem. 
bers of the commission. The bill provides 
that the salary of such commissioners shall 
be $3,000 a year, but no appropriation has 
been made for its payment. Mr. Carlisle’s 
object in endeavoring to have the measure 
considered in committee of the whole was to 
secure the right to offer several amendments 
that the democrats thought necessary to the 
perfection of the bill. The republicans, how- 
ever, fought the point of order very vigorous- 
ly, because they did not want amendments 
made. Speaker Keifer ruled that no appro- 
priation would be necessary, because the 
erritorial legislature would pay the 
salar‘es of the commissioners. This would 
leave these officials dependent entirely on the 
charity of the legislature. The result was 
that the bill was passed in the house. Now, 
President Arthur disagrees with the speaker, 
and holds that it will be necessary-to make 
an appropriation for the payment of the sala- 
ries of the commissioners. He holds, more 
over, that the salaries ought to be increased 
to $5,000, and he will not make appointments 
until some provision for the payment of the 
officers shall be made. It is evident that he 
finds it impossible to prevail upon anybody 
to serve un the contingency that their pay 
will be provided for by the Utah legislature. 
The republicans are desirous now of making 
the appropriation, but they have been noti- 
fied by the democrats that the point of order 
will be made against them. The speaker has 
decided that the law does not make an appro- 
priation necessary, and the rulesof the house 
forbid any appropriations except such as are 
provided for by law. 

BROCK WAY RELEASED. 

Brockway, the forger, was released from 
custody to-day by order of Attorney-General 
Brewster. He gave his personal recognizance 
in $5,000. It is stated that his arrest was un- 
authorized and his release was ordered in ful- 
fillment of the agreement made by Attorney- 
General Devens. 


ROBESON’S RELUCTANCE. 


Why the Chairman of the House Naval Comuinittee 
is Diliatery In Making His HNepeort. 


New York Tribune telegram, rep. 

Wasutneton, June ll.—‘‘Have you begun 
the preparation of the pavy appropriation 
bill yet?” asked a Tribune correspondent yes- 
terday of General Atkins, the democratic 
member of the sub-committee having that 
matter in charge. 

‘No; but expect we shall begin it next 
week,’’ was the ep 

The unexampled delay in bringing forward 
this bill has provoked much comment in 
Washington, and various reasons have been 
assigned for Mr. Robeson’s procrastination, 
he being chairman of the sub committee. In 
the last twenty-two years the navy bill for 
the succeeding fiscal year has been reported 
twice in the month of December, twelve 
times in January, three times in Feb- 
ruary three times in March, once in April 
and once on May Sth. In the first few years 
of that period there wes no appropriations 
committee and the duty of preparing appro- 
priation bills devolved upon the ways and 
means committee, and vet the bill was usually 
reported to the jiouse in January. One rea- 
son given for the delay this year has been that 
the committee desired to obtain the views of 
the new secretary of the navy in regard to the 
unfinished ironclads. His views on that sub- 
ject were officially submitted to the commit- 
tee nearly three weeks ago. People who 
are disposed to regird Mr. Robeson 
unfavorably have not hesitated to charge 
that he has purposely delayed to report the 
bill in the hope that he might be able in the 
hurry and confusion of the closing days of 
the session, to push it through the bouse with 
some objectionable provisions and without 
much discussions or opposition. On the other 
hand Mr. Robeson’s friends assert that he is 
rather anxious than otherwise for an oOppor- 
tunity, not only to discuss the bill, but also 
to vindicate his much abused administration 
of the navy department. One of his friends 
recently said: ne 

Mr. Robeson has never before occupied a position 
in which he could with proper self-respect enter 
into a defense of his career: and it is intimaied 
that his prominence on the appropriation and na- 
val affairs cemmittee is due to the factthat he 
sought by this means the occasion for a dignified 
encounter with his accusers on the floor and 
throughout the country. However this may be an 
opportunity will now be afforded him for a hear- 
ing. He will unquestionably be attacked either by 
inuendo or direct charges. Mr. Hewitt, of New 
York, it is understood, has specially preparea him- 
self for the event.

AN OLD CONTROVERSY 


As to the Kelationa Between the Late President and 
iceneral iusecrans. 4 
Curcaco, June 13.—The News of to-day con- 


tainsa very long letter, dated Philadelphia, 


June 10, 1882, to Hon. John H. Oberly, 
Bloomington, Ill., written by J. W. Schuck- 
ers, and a series of Jetters and telegrams. 
Some of the latter are those sent by President 
Gartield to Secretary Chase when Garfield was 
General Rosecrans’s chief of staff. and there 
are twelve telegrams fron General Hurlbut to 
Rosencrans of January 19, 1880. Some of 
these documents have been printed and 
some throw no new light on_ the contro- 
yersy which started with Mr. Blaine's 
oration in February. Mr. Schuckers explains 
that his reason for furnishing for publication 
this private and confidential correspondence 
of seventeen years ago is the controversy that 
has arisen about the position Garfield should 


‘be accorded in history. There seems to be no 


round traversed either in Schuckers’s letter 
or the confidential correspondence which has 
not been covered by the discussion last spring. 
Schuckers’s explanation of the famous **Con- 
fidential” letter of July 27, 1863, the ‘publica- 
tion of which bas been denounced as a kreac!: 
of confidence, is that the letter determined 
the president to do that which he might not 
have done but for this letter—to remove 
Rosecrans from command of the army of the 
Cumberland. In effect this action of Mr. 
Lincoln terminated Rosecrans’s militay career 
and changed the organization of his army. 
Shortly after Rosecrans’s removal General 
Garfield went to Washington.

BLAINE AS A WITNESS. 


+ 


HE APPEARS AGAIN BEFORE THE 
SHIPHERD COMMITTEE. 


A History of his Quarrel With the Associated Press 
—Why the Press Agent was Discharged— che 
Aims of the Credit Industrie] Explained 
~His Prediction in the Premises. 


Wasninoton, June 13.—The exam:nation 
of Mr. Blaine was resumed before the house 
committee on foreign affairs this moraing. 
Before going into the main subject under in- 
vestigation—the affairs of the Peruvian com- 


pany—Mr. Blaine volunteered to the commit-| 


tee a statement concerning what he termed 
“a complaint by the associated press,’’ that he 
had obtained, or exercised same liberties con- 
nected with his testimony. He said they 
were only such as he had always been granted, 
and he had learned with much surprise that 
they had led to the removal of the late 


Washington agent of the New York associated 
press. He then proceeded to read to the com- 
mittee a copy of a letter addressed by him to 
the general agent of the associated press, in 
which he stated that the corrections made by 
him in the report of his testimony were only 
“such as were essential to accuracy,’’ and 
such as he, in common with other 
witnesses, made in the official 
reports of the stenographer of the house. He 
also, in this letter, while admitting the gen- 
eral accuracy of the associated press agents, 
questioned their “right to determine just 
what a witness said,’’ and remarked that 
courts of justice and official committees per- 
mit a witness to revise the reports of their 
testimony. 

Mr. Blaine further wrote: ‘I haveas little 
desire as I have the right or power to inter- 
fere with the appointment or removalof your 
agents, but I protest against the assumption 
that I was accorded any privilege with my 
testimony, save that Which has always been 
given witnesses, and which is essential to 
justice and tair dealing.’’ The letter conclu- 
ded with the request thatit be given to the 
press. Mr. Blaine went on to say that no no- 
tice had been taken of this letter, but he had 
understood that instructions had been given 
to the associated press reporters nut to 
permit him to see the report made of 
his testiz.ony. Appealing to the reporter 
for a verification of this statement, the re- 
porter replied that he had ‘‘no special instruc- 
tions in regard to Mr. Blaine’s testimony.”’ 
Mr. Biaine thereupon asserted that during 
his twenty years in Washington he had never 
made a speech of much importance in the 
house or senate, or ever appeared as a witness 
without having the notes of the associated 
press reporter submitted to him, and he pro- 
tested that any instructions preventing such 
opportunities tor a correction of errors would 
be entirely unjust. 

THE CASE TAKEN UP. 

Chairman Williams called Mr. Blaine’s at- 
tention to certain passages in the printed tes- 
timony of Robert E. Randall, relative to the 
Credit Industries. Mr. Blaine in substance 
stated that Randall, who was an utter stran- 
ger to him (witness) first approached him in 
February, 1881, sent in his card to witness in 
the senate chamber, and began a conversation 
on the assumption that he (witness) Was to be 
amember of President Garfield’s cabinet. He 
(witness) waived the assumption, 
however, and as. .faF -.as possi- 
ble the conversation. Witness had 
no reason to believe that Randail would in- 
tentionally misrepresent, but no such conver 
sations as he (Randall) had testified in regard 
to ever took place. He (witness) did not look 
upon Randall as a person with whom to dis- 
cuss the affairs of the Credit Industriel. The 
Count de Montferrand, a gentleman of high 
standing, was their direct representative, and 
both he and Suarey had been very persistent 
in pressing the objects of the company upon 
the attention of the state department. Mr. 
Blaine then gave the purport cf his first inter- 
view with Count de Montferrand, in which 
the latter distinctly stated that the 
Credit Industriel proposed to _ furnish 
money to pay the indemnity which might be 
demanded of Peru by Chili, and to satisfy the 
bondholders of Peru, provided that the Uni- 
ted States would accord a protectorate which 
should guarantee to the company the undis- 
turbed right to ship from Peru the products of 
the guano and nitrate beds for a term of years. 
“This,” said Mr. Blaine, ‘‘was the plan of the 
Credit Industries. I don’t think it bas ever 
been fully understood by the people of the 
United States or by the newspapers which 
have been continually complaining that I 
thwarted the pians of the company. I don’t 
see how any intelligent American citizen 
could advocate the tag wore of such a policy 
by the government. told the Count de 
Montferrand that the action which 
he desired this government to take was 
wholly inadmissible. 1 assured him that this 
government did not desire to obstruct his 
company, if they could succeed in atfording 
relief to Peru, that the United States would 
be glad tosee it accomplished. Mr. Blaine 
then read a letter addressed to Mr. Evarts 
and signed by Count Demontferrand and 
Suarey, in which the plans of the company 
were plainly stated, namely: To pay an in- 
demnity of 550,000 pounds sterling per annum 
for a term of years, and also the bondholders 
of Peru, w hose claims amounted 
to 45,500,000 pounds sterling. “These 
bonds,’ said Mr. Blaine, ‘were held 
by citizens of Holland, Belgium, France and 
England, and this idea of a protectorate was 
always advanced in connection with the pur- 

ose of the Credit Industriel company. The 

Inited States was asked to reach out in the 
dark and guarantee protection toa company 
in furthering the incerests of citizens of the 
four European governments, when it could 
exercise no control whatever over the opera- 
tion of this company. Mr. Blaine flatly con- 
tradicted many statements by Randall. He 
said he (witness) never asked Ran- 
dall if Hurlbut, as minister to Peru 
would be acceptable to his company, and 
never intimated to him (Randall) what in- 
structions would be given to Hurlbut or to 
Trescott. He asserted most positively that 
the state department never for a moment 
countenanced the idea of an American pro- 
tectorate. The idea was never taken into 
consideration in the instructions which were 
given to Hurlbut and to Trescott. In fact 
it never had a lodgement in the state depart- 
ment. Such a policy would have been a ter- 
rible blunder on the part of this government. 
WHAT THE UNITED STATES WILL BE COMPELLED To po 

Mr. Blaine took occasion to say that, in his 
opinion, peace would ere this have been es- 
tablished between Peru and Chili, had not 
the Trescott instructions been revoked. That 
permanent peace never will be secured, ex. 
cept through outside pressure; that either the 
United States must intervene or let some En- 
ropean power intervene; that in his (witness) 
opinion the United States will soon be com- 
pelled to take a mueh more decided ground 
than he (witness) took; that the United States 
cannot play the dog in the manger and say: 
“ft won't intervene or let any one either.” 


_Mr. Blaine was asked if he desired to make 


any further statement, and replied that he 
desired to say in reference to his former testi- 
mony before the committee thatin his allusion 
He did not iiean the 
English cabinet, but Engtish influence in the 
sense of British interests. 

A BRITISH JOKE. 

He thought the action of the British minis- 
ter at Lima, Sir Spencer St- John, was repre- 
hensible in the highest degree, and such as if 
he had been an American minister would 
have cost him his position. He then stated 
that the conduct to which he referred was the

SUPPORTING THE PARTY. 


Assessments—What They Think of it. 

_ Boston, June 13,—The circular from Wash- 
ington on beHalf of the republican congress- 
ional committec assessing pro pata amounts 
tor the autumn campaign, which each of the 
(00 employes of the naval-yard has received, 
excites much comment inthe yard and out- 
side. Those inside, however, very naturally 
express themselves: cautiously, and it is the 
common remark, that the call will be gener- 
ally complied with without opposition 
or resistance, Though a voluntary contri- 
bution only is called for, it is gen- 
erally understood that it means business, 
and it is. felt that security will only 
be effected by prompt payment, It is 
said that this is the first-time that such a cir- 
cular has been formally presented to each 
member of the working force. Laborers are 
assessed $11 each; and the assessment in- 
creases with the higher wages or salaries, 
Outside of the navy yard in the Charlestown 
district, there has been some talk of a pop- 
ular expression against this method of raising 
funds by systema‘ic assesswent. Action 
upon itis expected by the civil service re- 
form associations here the coming week. It 
issaid that similar circulars have been re- 
ceived at other government establishments 
here and elsewhere, as was the case two years 
azo The circular is carefully drawn. Fol- 
lowing is a copy:

The Maine Kepublicans and the Tennessee Green- 
backera—Senater Anthony Re-elected. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 13.—The scheme to 
nominate Wanamaker for congressman at 
large is being Very ingeniously worked.

THE EVIDENCE PROCEEDING. 


Senator Saunders Testifying in the Star Reute Case— 
A Contractor’s Evidence. 

WASHINGTON, June 13.—In the criminal 
court this morning Mr. Merrick opened the 
proceedings with an explanation of the 
course he intended to fursue in the presenta- 
tion of evidence. He said he proposed to 
take np the routes seriatim, completely dis- 
pomns of one route before taking up another. 

r. Merrick offered in evidence various cer- 
tificates and other papers from the office of 
the auditor of the post-office department. 
Objections were made and overruled, and ex- 
ceptions noted by the defense to the introduc- 
tion ofall the papers. Judge Wylie disposed of 
the objections summariJy, and directed Mr.

| DEAD AT ALEXANDRIA. 
A RECURRENCE OF THE RIOTS 
LOOKED FOR ON SUNDAY. 
The Populace in a Maddened Condition—The Khedive 
in a Place of Safety- The Allied Flee: a Source 


of Danger Instead of Protection—News 
From the European Capitals. 


Lonpon, June 13.—A project to cafry off 
the khedive, Dervisch Pasha and the British 
and French consuls to the citadel is freely 
discussed. A dispatch from Alexandria states 
that an Italian corvette <has arrived there. 
Several of the bedies of Europeans killed in 
Sunday’s riot show bayonet wounds. The 
Daily News prints a dispatch from Alexandria 
stating that the governor has visited the quar- 
ter looted by the rioters and arrested 250 
Arabs, who participated in the disturbance. 
They were lodged in prison. Two young 
men, named Cattani and - Rossi, the 


former the son ofa well-known banker and 
the latter a son of a prominent lawyer of 
Cairo, have been found dead. A correspond: 
ent of the Times at Cairo telegraphs that un- 
less there is an overwhelming Turkish force 
at Alexandria before Sunday there will be a 
worse outbreak than thatof last Sunday. He 
says the prestige of Dervisch Pasha has disap- 
peared. A later dispateh from Alexandria 
announces the arrival of the khedive and Der 
visch Pasha at Roseltine Palace, which can be 
protected by the guns of the fleet. According 
to the engagement between the foreign con- 
suls, Dervish Pasha, the khedive and Arabi 
Pasha, by which the khedive undertakes to 
maintain order, Arabi Pasha strictly obeying 
his commands, Arabi Pasha also undertakes 
to stop seditious meetings and preaching, and 
the hostilities of the native press. The ar 
rangement is generally regarded as rendering 
Arabi Pasha master of the situation. Euro- 
peans are leaving Alexandria as _ fast 
as they can. ‘The consuls have issued a proc- 
lamation exhorting the Europeans to remain 
tranquil, and expressing confidence that the 
ariny will be able to maintain order. One 
hundred persons were killed in the riot on 
Sunday. The position isa terrible one. Any 
small force that the fleet conld land would 
only suffice to excite the Arabs to a 
general massacre. The English man-of-war 
Superb, came round to the harbor on Sunday 
at midnight. The report that she was about 
to land @ marines to protect the 
consulate. haying spread, the sol- 
diers directly crowded the beach, and 
the boat of the Superb were ordered to keep 
off. ‘The proportion of Arabs _ killed 
in the late riot was _ insignificant. 
The Times’ correspondent at Alexandria 
telegraphs that the fleet is almost a source of 
danger, as shown by the fact that when the 
French stationed a vessel opposite their con- 
sulate to receive refugees, she was immedi- 
ately surrounded by Egyptian steam launches, 
which remain, and a collision may occur at 
any moment.

A dispatch to Reuter’s telegram company 
from Cairo says: ‘'The khediveand Dervisch 
Pasha went to Alexandria in pursuance of 
orders from the sultan. Arabi Pasha rode to 
the depot in the same carriage with the khe- 
dive. Owing to the sending of reinforcements 
to Alexandria only 200 cavalry and halfa 
regiment of artillery are left in Cairo.” 

TROUBLE IN THE BRITISH CABINET. 

Sir William Harcourt’s refusal of all seri- 
ous concessions to the representatives of the 
Irish members in committee on the crime 
prevention bill has produced an unfavorable 
effect among the radical section of Eng- 
lish members. Rumors are circulating 
among persons in the confidence of inner 
political circles that serious dissensions are 
rife in the cabinet. Sir Willian Harcourt 
insists on carrying the crime prevention 
billin its ‘most stringent form, and threat 
ens to resign if any concessions calculated to 
impair the sweeping character of the measure 
are adopted. Mr. Chamberlain and Sir 
Charles Dilke take the opposite view, declar- 
ing the policy of coercion to be a grave polit- 
ical blunder, certain to fail of pacifying Lre- 
land and not unlikely to end in failure and 
disaster to the liberal party. Sir William 
Harcourt’s uncompromising attitude in pres- 
ence of the protests of somre of the highest 
legal authorities on the hberal benches is said 
to have brought this divergence to a head. 

DEBATING THE FIFTH CLAUSE. 
Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

Lonpon, June 13.—In the house of commons 
to-day the discussion of the fifth clause of the 
repression bill occupied the whole afternoon. 
The various amendments moved by the Irish 
members were rejected, but Mr. Gladstone 
agreed that re-entry into an evicted holding 
should not be punishable, unless it was 
effected by force, and that of the two mag- 
istrates exercising summary jurisdiction 
one must bealawyer. Sir William Harconrt, 
home secretary, promised that the new sum- 
mary jurisdiction. so far as it applied to-day 
to assaults on bailiffs, etc.., oui exercised 
only in the proclaimed districts. The fifth 
clause was finally adopted.

The prince of Wales, the duke of Edin- 
burgh, the duke of Albany and nearly all the 
members of the government voted with the 
minority in the house of lords on the motion 
ordering the bill legalizing marriage with a 
deceased wife’s sister to the second reading.

CASTELAR TO DE FREYCINET. 


Emilio Castelar, in a letter to the French 
premier, M. de Freycinet, highly praises the 
prudent policy of moderate republicanism 
and its followers in France, and solicits his 
patronage to assist in the early realization of 
the Pyrenean railway by Lanfrac and Som- 
port, which Senor Castelar, as deputy for 
Aragon, patronizes. 

The refusal of the committee of the French 
chamber of deputies to settle the indemnity 
of $200,000 for the victimsof Bou Amena’s 
raid in Saida in 1881, as agreed between the 
two governments, has caused a general mani- 
festation of distrustand anger against the 
French parliament. The Madrid papers in- 
sist upon their government demanding the 
absolute execution of the promisesof M. de 
Freycinet. 

RUSSIAN AFFAIRS,

St. Pererssvrc, June 13.—The. empress 
wa? safely delivered of a daughter at eight 
o'clock this morning.

LEDUC’S LEGacy.

Raising Sdger at the Cost of Fitv-Twe Dollars & 
Pound— What Loring Will De. 

Wasutneton, June 13.—Commissioner 
Loring reports that the manufacture of sor- 
ghum by the agricultural bureau in this city 
has been found so expensive and wnsatisfac- 
tory that the work can be conducted better 
elsewhere... His record of the result of Le- 
Due’s experiments shows that LeDuc had 
planted in this district 135 acres of sorghum; 
42 acres were so badly damaged by frost that 
the crop on them could not be used. From 
the remaining 93 acres there were gathered 
214 tons of cane, from which 1 pounds of 
sugar were made, This sugar cost the govern- 
ment $8,557, or nearly $52 a pound. After 
this statement of the great Le- 
Duc’s labers, Dr. Loring’s mild asser? 
tion thatthe manufactare of sorghum by 
the bureau has been found to be expensive 
savors of sarcasm. He now asks the manu- 
facturers .‘‘those who have thus farfurnished 
us all the valuable information we have’’—to 
send to him a statement of their methods of 
cultivation and manufacture, the cost of labor 
and the pruduet, the merits of different kinds 
of machinery, and many other facts. For the 
best 10 returns he will pay $1.200eseh. He 
has sent.to 90 ns a supply of. the best 
sugar beets which he could find, and he asks 
these persons to make to him statements re- 
lating to methods of cultivation, value. of 
crop, etc. Those who make the best two re- 
turns will be paid $1,200 each. Experiments 
relating to making sugar frem cornstalks will 
not be resumed this year. Pro from 
those who desire to compete for the rewards 
above mentioned must be laid defore the ecom- 
missioner on or before August Ist, 1882. 

THE BOUQUET COMMITTEE. 

General McCook, of New York, who was 
appointed by Keifer chairman of the bouquet 
committee, asit iscommonly known, although 
it is designated in the congressional directory 
as the juint committee on the library, very 
soon after he was appointed put his feot down 
and refused to issue orders to members for free 
bouquets and baskets of tlowersfrom the botane 
ical garden. This institution has sprung up 
from a very small beginning in a rather ex- 
pensive and elaborate affair. The first appro- 
priation was made after the return of Com- 
modore Perry’sexploring expedition, some 30 
years ago, to take care of certain rare botanical 
specimens brought by him from Japan and 
Australia. It amounted to only $500, Since 
then the appropriations have greatly in- 
creased, until they now amount to $12,0000r 
$15,000a year, and in some years have reached 
as high as $25,000. Besides the Botanical 
garden the government supports another very 
elaborate conservatory at the department of 
agriculture. General McCook to-day offered 
an amendment to the pending bill, providing 
for the transfer of the Botanical garden from 
the control of the library committee and of 
the congressional library to the agricuitural 
department, where it properly belongs. This 
amendment was rejected.

The Mevem. nt in France te Make the Bench an Elee. 
tive Inatitation. 

Paris, June 13.—The chamber of deputies 
has given two votes on the magistracy reform 
bill which has made a profound and far from 
favorable imgrceian upon the public mind 
in France. These vetes tend to abolish sta- 
bility in the magistracy and to decide tiat in 
future all magistrates shall be chosen as in 
the United States and.

In 
a word they upset the whole of the present 
system, which is based on the two principles 
of the irremovability. of the magistrates and 
their nomination by the government.

crom Taliaferro and a farmerof much success, 
to-day, and broached the subject of farming 
in this section of Georgia. I began by say- 
ing: 

“You told me some time since, Major 
Moore, that Taliaferro would make a grain 
crop this year rarely before equaled and never 
surpassed; since the grain has been nearly all 
ecutand a great quantity of it threshed, what 
do you think now?” 

“Why, Iam of the same opinion still; and,” 


said he energetically, while his intelligent 
face lighted up with enthusiasm, ‘I believe 
we have made more grain than I or any one 
else at first dreamed of, even with our bright- 
est hopes. I say the crop is enormous—enor- 
mous. I never knew anything to compare 
with it.’ 

“Placing your lowest estimate (the very 
lowest) what will the oat crop of Taliaferro 
be, do you think?” 

‘Four hundred thousand bushels—not a 

ck measure less. And another thing, I 

ave observed the grain is of a fine quality. 
Louis Trope had some wheat threshed yester- 
day and it is beautiful. The grain is as large 
asa lady-pea and I know the flour will be 
fine. I tell you, my dear sir,’”’ exclaimed Mr. 
Moore, giving me a terrific rap over the shoul- 
der, “‘we ought to be happy and contented 
and prosperous. If ever a people were blessed 
we have been.”’ 

“Well, major, money matters—despite the 
glowing appearances you state—are still 
somewhat depressed; how do you account for 
that? I thought money would commence to 
be somewhat plentiful.” 

Mr. Moore chuckled immensely at my pal- 
pable ignorance. 

“You are wrong. Itis not the money the 
farmers want—its something to eat, ana that is 
money in the end. This crop we have made 
will enable us to go right on through the sum- 
mer and feed ourselves and our stock that we 
may make corn and cotton. Then you will 
see money.’’ 

I mildly inquired did he think any of the 
loose sheckels would by mistake find their 
way into the spews of the newspaper fiend. 
To give myself the air of opulence I excitedly 
jingled a lot of keys and composing rules in 
my left hand breeches pocket’ But the 
major never noticed the little by-play, and 
continued: 

I believe the farmers 
of Taliaferro county have made enough grain 
9 more than double pay their indebtedness. 
Now, this isa bright prospect. If we could 
ynivy pay what we d@we and have our other 
crops next fall for a nest egg, it would be glo- 
‘ious! No more terrible burdens in the way 
si mortgages and landlord liens and waivers, 
but clean cash to jingle in your pocket.”’ 

‘Tell me why is it we have made such an 
enormous grain crop? What got into the 
people to so suddenly change them?” 

“Necessity and thought. Last fall our peo- 
ple were in a terrible condition—a condition 
almost pitable. Something had to be done. 
The farmers were heavily in debt; the mer- 
chants were; capitalists had withdrawn their 
aid and starvation almost stared them in the 
face. The ae must thank you newspa- 

rmen. The journals teemed with advice. 

his paper said, ‘‘plant grain; the other, 

‘“‘you are in a desperate plight, plant grain;”’ 
and the one cry was, ‘“‘planf grain, grain, 
grain.’’ The farmers awoke to the gravity of 
the situation, and you see the result. This 
time fast year a hundred thousand bushels of 
grain was considered an enormous specula- 
tien; to-day four hundred thousand bushels 
will not cover it. Every time I think of the 
enormous revolution, I say, ‘‘God bless the 
papers!" 

“Mr. Moore, if this is a good grain county, 
what do you think of cattle-raising?” 

“The very idea, Nothing better. I tell 
you what I did before the war. In 1861 Isaw 
that the war was bound to bea long and bit- 
‘ter one and meat would be scarce. I bought 
me two sows and thirty pigs and turned them 
out on my plantation on Little river. The 
next fall I had 35 hogs weighing about 300 

sunds each and twenty more young shoats. 
These were raised at absolutely no expense, I 
don’t believe they cost me a dellar a head.

The fact of the business is, most 
of them are too lazy. But they’ve woke up 
at last. God Almighty nearly had to starve 
them to death, though, to doit. Why, I 
have seen men lying ‘around town all the 


summer, eating peanuts or drinking whisky— | 


not aving a blessed lick of work—and when 
‘allcame they would yell ‘hard luck,’ beg 
‘heir merchants for an extension, and sail into 
the same old creek again.’

Candidates for the Judgeship—Judge L. P. p. War- 
ren and his Health and Prospects—The Rain 
in Southwest Georgia—The County Well.

Avsany, June 11.—Four candidates are un- 
derstood to bein the field for the judgeship 
of this circuit, to be balioted for by the next 
general assembly. ‘These are B. B. Bowyce, 
of Bainbridge; I. A. Bush, of Camilla; A. L. 
Hawes, of Newton, and W. P. Jones, of Al- 
bany. There may be others yet unannounced. 
Judge Vason, it is thought, would not deciine 
the position, but will hardly consent toscram- 
ble for it. Very few of the leading lawyers 
of the circuit would probably decline the 
honor if proffered, unsought, as law business 
in southwest Georgia is not one of the indus- 
tries that are just now enjoying a boom. 


Meanwhile many friends of the present in- 
cumbent, Judge L. P. D. Warren, would be 
glad to see him enter the lists in an active 
effort to be his own successor. His health, 
which was feeble and precarious in the spring, 
has been almost fully restored. His late un- 
timely attack, coming just on the eve of the 
spring sittings of his courts, has allowed him 
no opportunity as yet, of displaying and exer- 
cising the legal and judicial ability which 
every one concedes to him. In any effort he 
might be inclined to make in that direction, 
he would have the best wishes of a large cir- 
cle of personal friends and supporters, 
_ithas not been otten herétofore, within 
living msmory, at least in the history of 
southwest Georgia, that an excess of rainfall 
in June has been a subject of complaint. 
This year, however, exceptional inso many 
respects, is quite so in this. Some complaint 
was made by one or two planters in town 
yesterday, that the corn was beginning to 
shoot too much,and that the grass was getting 
too much headway. Therain continues to 
fallat frequent intervals, with damp and 
muggy weather intervening. Yesterday a 
copious shower fell here about midday and 
the sky woreathreatening aspect all day. 
Such weather of Course always suspends farm 
work and gives the grass all the start it wants. 

Yesterday afternoon at knocking-off time the 
county-well drill or augur had reached a depth 
of 430 feet and water had been struck and 
risen to within 12 or 14 feet of the surface. 
In boring the city well, it will be remembered 
that water was reached at a depth of 380 feet 
which rose to within 11 or 12 feet of the sur- 
face and supplied the town for several weeks 
by meansof a pump. The water did not 
differ perceptibly in taste and quality 
from that which now gushes out from a depth 
of 650 feet. Very few mishaps have attended 
the work on the county well so far, and it is 
thought the work will be completed in a week 
or ten days further. Albany, as a watering 

lace, is already. beginning to air itself. Last 
all the cisterns about town nearly all went 
dry, and had it not been for the river the 

lace would have -suffered a serious water 
amine. Now every shop keeper on Broad 
street can get all he wants of the best water 
in the world by turning a tap within a few 
rods of his door. So much for science, some 
say. «But old inhabitants recollect that it 
was too much faith in the science of the 
Athens sayans, the LeCompte’s, that deterred 
them from having the same blessing of good 
water twenty-five years ago. The old well 
that was started then, the finding and uncoy- 
ering of which by Mr. Coffee, on Commerce 
street, was described several weeks ago, had 
attained, according to Judge Jackson’s recol- 
lection, adepth of 350 feet when the work 
was suspended. Had they only gone afew 
feet further the problem would have solved 
itself, as the present borings attest. It is well 
enough no doubt, for ignorance to put faith 
in science. Buta little faith in ourself is not 
unfrequently quite as efficacious, as Captain 
John P. Fort’s unscientific experiment at 
Hickory Level showed. Of course no dcubts 
are now entertained of the early success and 
completion of the county well. 

The steamboat ‘‘Newton,’’ an Albany en- 
terprise, built and equipped here by Messrs. 
Owens, Barton & Sutton, has been attached 
by importunate creditors in Bainbridge.

THE YORK OF THE SOUTHERN 
RAILROADS. 


The Indians, Alebema and Texas Reute, and the 
Development Which it Will Cause—The Rches 
Along the Line-The Ocniral ef Geor- 
gia—The Louisville and Nashville.

From the New Orleans Picayune 

Last night at the St. Charles Hotel a re- 
porter met Major Eugene C. Gordon, Presi- 
dent of the Indiana, Alabama and Texas 
railway company, who is in the city on busi- 
ness not connected with his railway enter- 
prise, but who was willing to answer ques- 
tionsas tothe scope and ciaracter of his 
undertaking. Major Gordon is a brother of 
General John B. Gordon, of Georgia, 
a man distinguished in the successive 
roles of soldier, statesman and railway 
builder and manager, in which he has 
played. It was at the instigation of Major 
Gordon, who was very actively engaged in 


_ railway enterprises in Georgia, that the gen- 


eral was induced to resign his seat in the na- 
tional senate to embark in the railway build- 
ing. Emphatically a man of action, in this 
age of steam and lightning, General Gordon 
quickly realized that he could do more for 
his country in developing their resources and 
building up an enterprise in the south, than 
he could in the halls of legislation.To return to 
Mr. Gordon—that gentleman, after organizing 
a great through rail line through Georgia and 
the Carolinas, of which the Richmond and 
Danville road is a link, and subsequently put- 
ting on foot the Georgia Pacific road, has now 
accepted the presidency of the new enterprise 
named above, and is giving his energies to its 
da peg From Chicago an air-line to 
the gulf of Mexico will pass through Evans- 
ville, Ind., and Florence, Ala. Evansville is 
afine railroad center, connecting with all 
leading points north, east and west. Itis on 
the Ohio river, in the midst of a country rich 
in the industries of growing and 
manufacturing the —_ grain and hog 
products of that region, and in building 
steamboats. This was deemed the right point 
from which to start a great railway line into 
the south and southwest, and is the northern 
terminus of Major Gordon’s new road. Im- 
mediately south of that point is the rich coal 
district of Kentucky. Still further south on 
the same line is a great iron region of Ten- 
nessee, and still further south are the vast iron 
and coal fields of Alabama. Covering an 
extent of 5,000 square miles in Tennessee 
the iron fields of unexampled richness 
extend down the Tennessee river. 
Just south of the river the great coal basin of 
the Black Warrior, covering an area of more 
than 5,000 square miles, is penetrated by this 
proposed road right through its center. The 
Louisville and Nashville road only touches its 
eastern limits, but now it is proposed to pene- 
trate its very heart. These associations of 
coal and iron, both of the most superior 
quality, form the most favorable conjunction 
of circumstances for the manufacture of iron 
that exists upon the continent. The coal 
is equal to the celebrated McConnellsville 
coal of Pennsylvania, while the iron 
ores are’ fully up to all the excel- 
lences that have made 
celebrated over the civilized world. Major 
Gordon’s first proposition is to get at this coal 
and iron. He will doso by at once building 
fifty miles of rail from Florence, on the Ten, 
nessee river, northward to the heart of the 
iron region. At the same time he will build 
fifty miles of rail from Florence south to the 
Warrior coal region. He will thus put these 
products ata must advantageous line on the 
Tennessee river, whence they can be carried 
by water in barges to St. Louis, New Orleans 
or to any place desired. Here will bea water 
route to St. Louis and New Orleans 700 miles 
shorter than from Pittsburg,and one to New Or- 
leans that will never be closed in winter by. 
ice. A construction -company has already 
been formed of eastern capitalists with ample 
means to build this 100 miles atonce, and so 
set the road to profitable work while the rest 
of the line is being completed. When the 
road shall reach the Vicksburg and Selma 
and the Erlanger Northeastern, it will then 
have close connection with New Orleans, but 
the intention is to push a complete and con- 
tinuous line into New Orleans, a_ place 
which Major Gordon thinks is pos- 
sessed of a future of _ inconceivable 
grandeur and extent. He believes that his 
coal and iron can be put down here so cheap- 
ly as to induce the manufacture of iron here, 
in competition with any place on the conti- 
nent, and the making of New Orleans a great, 
cheap coaling station will open possibilities 
that almost Took like wild creations of the 
imagination. A young man of extraordinary 
energy and activity, he is entirely confident 
of the realization of his great plans, as he has 
the co-operation of a large capital to which he 
brings much experience and knowledge of the 
business. 

LOUISVILLE AND NASHVILLE. 
From the Cincinnati Enquirer. 

There can be but little doubt but what 
there will in a measure be a slignt revo- 
lution in the management of the Louisville 
and Nashville systems. The office of presi- 
dent, it seems, will go begging. It is a well- 
known fact that Dr. Standiford, the former 
president, is ambitious to again ascend the 
throne, but whether he can do soor not is 
a mixed question, although Mrs. Green has 
promised him her imfluence. In addition to 
the road wanting a president, it will soon 
be in search of a general manager. There 
seems but little doubt, if any, but what Mr. 
De Funiack, the present general manager, 
will have to walk the plank at the next elec- 
tion. For some cause he has grown unpop- 
ular with the system, and will, of course, be 
asked to resign. 

There is some talk now that General Alex- 
ander, first vice-president of the system, will 
be given the presidency. General Alexander 
is without doubt one of the ablest railroad 
managers in the south, but whether he will 
accept the place or not is a question yet in 
doubt. He has signified his~intention to re- | 
tire to private life, and if he was made presi- 
dent he would be compelled to veto that reso- 
lution. The country is.now being canvassed 
for a successor to General Manager DeFuniack, 
but who will be agreed upon is a question for 
the future to determine. There are several 
able gentlemen being mentioned, among 
whom are A. A. Talmadge, of the Missouri 
Pacific; 8. W. Feltay, of the New York and 
New England; E. B. Thomas, of the Cleve- 
land, Columbus, Cincinnati and Indianapolis; 
W. W. Peabody, of the Ohio and Mississippi, 
and many others. ; : 

It is some time before the next election wil 
take place, but in the mean time a selection 
will eventually be agreed upon. Mr. De 
Funiack, it is understood, will go to Europe 
as soon as his successor is agreed upon. 

FORGED TICKETS. 
From the Chicago Inter-Ocean. 

Several railroads running out of Chicago 
have been painfully aware fora time past 0 
the fact that counterfeit tickets and passes 
have been in circulation, and socleverly was 
the work done that till within a few days 
they have been utterly unable to locate the 
forgers. Tickets good to a certain date have 
been extended, fraudulently, of course, as 
well as the dates changed,sometimes months, 
and not unfrequently a whole year, the “1881 
being changed to ‘1882. Detectives were 
em ployed to ferret out the operators, but for 
a time they were bafiied, and though conduc- 
tors were thoroughly posted on the subject, 
and kept a good lookout, nothing resulted 
till the early part of the week, when 4 man 
was arrested on the Northwestern railroad 
for using a forged ticket from Chicago to Mil- 
waukee.

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JEFFERSONIAN HISTORY. , 
Although we are proud to be classed .as 


perpetuating good government in the empire 
state of the solid south, and although it is 
our delight to defend the true Jeffersonian 
position, we were not at all alarmed theother 
day when the New York Herald anhounced 
that Dr. George H. Moore, subsequently in- 
dorsed by the Tribune as an erudite and ac- 
complished scholar, had announced that Jef- 
ferson was not the author of the declaration 
of independence. We were not even disturb- 
ed when the Herald quoted Dr. Moore as fol- 
lows: ‘‘The question of the authorship of the 
declaration of independence is not a very 
complicated one. There is cnly one adverse 
claimant, and his pretence is only to a part of 
the work. But his reputation is of the high- 
est, and the part he claims was said to be the 
best. I propose to settle that question now 
and here. But if any further defense is 
needed, I will defend against all comers the 
absolute, sole, and undivided claim of John 
Dickinson, to that imperishable trophy of his 
pen, the original draft of which, in his own 
handwriting, I hold in my hand and shall 
further exhibit hereafter.” 

All this did not for an instant shake our 
The day for such sensa- 
tions is past. We know very well that the 
original George Washington was stolen from 
his cradle when a baby, and his place sup- 


chant, but this was really no loss to the coun- 
try. The stolen child became a drum major 
in the British army, while the son of the Bos- 
ton bean merchant commanded the rebel 
army. We are also aware of the 
fact that the essays in the Federalist com- 
monly attributed to Hamilton are the joint 
production of Phippelas T. Bagley, of 
Massachusetts, and an unknowncircus agent 
from Maine, but even this makes no differ- 
ence; for the essays in question answer all the 
purposes for which they were written, and 
the name of theiranthor is of interest only to 
autograph hunters. 

We are familiar not only with all these 
things, but with some others, so that when 
the sonorous name of Dickinson was men- 
tioned in the connection which we have 
quoted, not a tremor passed across our Jetfer- 
sonian bosom. It turns out that Dr. Moore’s 
claim was perverted by the enterprising Her- 
ald. Hedid not say that Dickinson was the 
author of the declaration of independence, 
but of “the declaration on taking up arms in 
1775,”’ a different document, but one that has 
sometimes been attributed to Jefferson. The 
truth is, altogether too much has been at- 
tributed to Jefferson. Our government is 
just as Jeffersonian as it can be, and there is 
no good reason why Jefferson should be made 
responsible for everything good, bad and in- 
different. 

The real history of the declaration of inde- 
pendence, however, has never been putin 
print, and it is to be feared that the death of 
witnesses and the suppression of documents 
have placed the facts out of the reach of the 
historian. It is supposed, however, by those 
who are familiar with some of the details, 
that a former clerk of Concord, in Massachu- 
setts, his name being either Bulkeley or 
Chippendale — probably the latter—came 
south to collect money for slaves he had sold. 
While in Virginia Chippendale lost his 
prayer book; got on aspree and was so re- 
duced in flesh and circumstances that he was 
compelled to resort to his flowing pen to earfi 
alittle money. While in this condition he 
chanced to meet with your Uncle Thomas 
Jefferson, who employed him to do some 
work as ascrivener. It should be stated here 
that Chippendale, while walking one day near 
Walden pond several years previous to his 
Virginia experience, pursued a woodchuck to 
its hole, and, while digging for the animal, 
came upon a_ package of manuscripts. 
Among these papers were the _ declara- 
tion of independence, the constitution of the 
United States, and five hunded closely written 
pages in denunciation of a well-known citizen 
of Concord for taking a walk on Sunday. 
Some of these documents Scrivener Chippen- 
dale had in his carpet-bag when he came 
south upon the occasion mentioned, and it 
was thus that the declaration and the consti- 
tution itself was brought to the attention of 
Jetferson, a slave-owner who played the fiddle 
and sometimes read the newspapers. One of 
the funniest things connected with the Chip- 
pendale cpisode is the faet tha&t.none of the 
historians who butter history on the northern 
side and scorch it on the other have ever so 
much as alluded to what must have been per- 
fectly well-known in Concord eighty years

THE NEW BANKRUPT BILL. 

The house committee on the judiciary have 
produced a bankrupt bill of their own, which 
they propose to make the special order of an 
early day in December. The bill provides 
that petition creditors in cases of involuntary 
bankruptcy shall give security before institu- 
ting action, and that if the suit be decided in 
favor of the alleged bankrupt damages shall 
be recoverable. In case of fraud any person 
may be adjudged bankrupt, but fora failure 
to pay within a limited time or to dissolve an 
attachment, farmers shall not be so adjudged. 
The bill further provides for 
the appointment of commissioners of 
bankrup.cy, one in each congressional dis- 
trict, if mecessary, who shall be paid a salary 
of $2,000each. Every commissioner shall be 
ex officio a trustee in bankruptcy when the 
value‘of the estate is less than $1,000 and in 
all other cases unless the creditors ask for the 
appointment of a trustee. There shall be in 
each district a supervisor of bankruptcy, 
whose duty it shall be to examine into all the 
bankruptcy proceedings. No fees are pro- 
vided for any office except the trustee and 
clerk. The fees of the latter are limited by 
law and those of the former are to be fixed by 
the creditersor by the commissioner. Noone

This bill's «at- least-open to the objection 
that it will strew the land with another lot 
of well-paid federal officials. The court in 
each congressional district would doubtless 
become a political machine of no incounsider- 
able power; for each district is to havea 
commissioner and a stipervisor, and then wil] 
follow all the hangers-on that the fees and 
business will admit of. It is just. such a bil) 
as a republican committee can be always 
relied on to put forward. It means, first of 
all, more fees for more officers to support 
the men and party that provided 
them with fat places. Such an 
affliction is to be avoided if possible. An 
uniform system of bankruptcy may be 
desirable, but it is better to stand the ills 
we have than to fly to others that we know 
altogether too much of. There is a bill in the 
senate that meets the case without increasing 
the number of officials. It makes the district 
court the means of settling a bankrupt’s 
estate and giving him another chance in the 
business world, and in this respect it is prefer- 
able to the bill of the house committee.

THE MAY REPORT OF THE AGRI- 
CULTURAL DEPARTMENT. 


A Good Showing for the Small Grain Crops—The 
Crops of the State Reviewed-—Corn, Cotton, 
Potatoes, Etce.—The Fruit Crop and Other 
Matters—Peavices as a Fertilizer. 


a 


The May crop report will be issued from the 
department of agriculture to-day. It contains 
some interesting crop statistics which are re- 
ferred to below. The report shows that the 
condition of the growing corn June Ist, com- 
pared to the same date last year, is in the 
whole state 109, or nine per cent better. In 
north Georgia, it is 101; in middle Georgia, 
109; in southwest Georgia and east Geor- 
gia each, 116; and in southeast Geor- 
gia, 107. In reference to the oat crop 
the commissioner says that the yield, so far 
as they Were harvested June Ist, is 121 com- 
red to an average crop, and the prospective 
vield of those not harvested at 115. The yield 
of those harvested is, in north Georgia, 114: 
in midéle Georgia, 125; in southwest Georgia, 
121: in east Georgia, 123, and in southeast 
Georgia, 109, The prospective yield of those 
not harvested June Ist is, in north Georgia, 
1i4: in middle Georgia, 121; in southwest 
Georgia, 112; in east Georgia, 112, and in 
southeast Georgia, 103. The crop is indeed a 
very fine one, probably the best ever grown 
in the state, notwithstanding the fact that 
they are reported injured by rust 
nine per cent in the Stale. 
The vield of wheat where harvested is re- 
ported at 121.5 in the state as compared to an 
average crop. In north Georgia, it is 125: in 
middle Georgia, 113; in southwest Georgia, 
79, and in east Georgia 89. None is reported 
in southeast Georgia. The prospective yield 
(where not harvested) compared to an aver- 
age crop, is, in the state, 106; in north Géor- 
gia, 117; in middle Georgia, 109; in southwest 
Georgia, 82; In east Georgia, 86, and in south- 
east Georgia, 100. The crop has been injured 
by rust 15 per cent in the state. In 
speaking of the cotton crop the commissioner 
savs that the stand of cotton June Ist, as 
compared to an average is, in the state, 91.6. 
In north Georgia, it is 78; in middle Georgia, 
it is 90; in southwest Georgia, 101: in east 
Georgia. 06, and in southeast Georgia, 99. The 
stand in the upper portion of the state has 
been impaired by the cold nights which oe- 
curred during May, and the weather now is 
still verv unfavorable. The condition of the 
plants compared. to an average June Ist, was 
91 in the whole state. In north Georgia, 76; 
in middle Georgia, 92; in southwest Georgia, 
102: in east Georgia, 90, and in southeast Geor- 
gia, 99. The cold weather has not only im- 
paired the stand, but has retarded the growth 
ofthe plant. A great deal of replanting has 
been done in north and middle Georgia. 

The commissioner says that a mistake pre- 
vails as to the extent of the fruit crop. He 
says the crop of peaches is above the average 
only in middle Georgia, while apples and 
ears are below the average in every section. 
The peach crop of the state is put down as 85 
per cent of an average. In north Georgia, it 
is 97; in middle ‘Georgia, 112; in southwest 
Georgia, 43; in east Georgia, 70; and in south- 
east Georgia, 66. Apples are only two-thirds 
ofanaverage crop, or 66 in thestate. In 
north Georgia, the principal apple-growing 
region, there is 76 per centor an average 
crop; in middle Georgia, 79; in  south- 
west Georgia, 48; in east Georgia, 46: and 
in southeast Georgia, 52. Pears are 73.5 in 
the state; 78 in north Georgia and middle 
Georgia; 70 in southwest Georgia; G1 in east 
Georgia and 60 in southeast Georgia. Grapes, 
the most reliable fruit grown in the state, are 
reported at 99.6-in the whole state; 99 in 
norii: Georgia} (Lin middle Georgia; 96 in 
southwest Georgia; 1U2 in east Georgia and 98 
in southeast Georgia. 

In speaking of ensilage the commissioner 
Says: 

“The second sito built and filled under the 
auspices of the International cotton exposi- 
tion was opened May 29th, and the ensiage 
“iic. was started early in October, 1881, 
found to be in a perfect state of preservation, 
except a small portion nearthe surface. The 
success of the experiment is beyond question 
and noone need longer hesitate to preserve 
food for stock in thismanner. The silo open- 
ed last falland ensilage from it fed during 
the exposition was substantially built with 
brick walis extending to the surface of the 
ground and coated with cement on the inside. 
That just opened had no brick wall. The 
sides were simply cut down smoothly 
in the clay and covered with a thin coat of 
cement, In the first the bottom was covered 
with cement, in the second the ensilage was 
stored on the clay bottom. Stock are now be- 
ing fed on the ensilage with very satisfactory 
results. In this silo corn forage, sorghum, 
field peas and sweet potato vines were stored 
and all have been weil preserved. While the 
ensilage has been aeeaibe well preserved in 
this.rude silo as im that constructed with 
greater care and expense, it is not deemed 
economy to build them on this cheap plan as 
the walls will eventually crumble and become 
so irregular that the ensilage cannot be stored 
securely in the silo. Heart pine lining for the 
sides would probably answer for many years 
and be cheaper than brick and cement. Mr. 
Garrett, of North Carolina, hasabandoned the 
silo dug into the ground and constructed his 
above ground on account of greater con- 
veniencein feeding the ensilage.”’ 

The report contains an interesting article 
on the value of pea vines asa fertilizer. It is 
urged that the planting of peas and the turn- 
ing under of the vines affords the surest 
means by which worn lands can be restored. 
Itis urged that every farmer in the state 
should adopt as a part of his rotation of crops 
the largest possible area in peas, following 
small grain for improvement, and the state- 
ment is made that it matters not whether the 
Vines are turned under in a green state or are 
left to decay upon the surface of the soil. By 
the use of pea vines it is said the-old lands 
can be reclaimed cheaper than the forests can 
be cleared.

The prospects of our market have not materially 
alteied during the past month. The American re- 
ceipts have dwindled rapidly, showing that the old 
crop is practically exhausted, but the Bombay 
movement has cou. tinued immense, and far beyond 
whatany one expected. It now seems probable 
that Bombay will ship nearly half a million of 
bales more than last year by 30th June. This vast 
addition to our supply has effectually prevented a 
cotton scarcity, and enabled us to tide over the sea- 
Bon Colnfortably in spite of an extremely short 
American crop. India has, indeed, wonderfully 
come to our relief in various ways, for her large 
shipments of breadstuffs have also made up for 
the deiliciency of the American graincrops. As we 
observed in our last report, Surat cotton is now go- 
ing so freely into consumption that the strain upon 
American cotton is much relieved, and though the 
supply of the latter is much shorter than last year, 
and stocks will run pretty low in the antumn, there 
is fo reason to fear scarcity, nor, as farso we can 
Judge, ‘'a corner.”’ 

‘he cotton situation mu-t, therefore, be viewed 
from the standpoint of aggregate supply, the siate 
of trade in Manchester, aud the prospects of the 
new cotton crop in America. To allappcarance we 
phuli carry au aimple supply in the aggregate this 
antumn. The visible supply for Great Britain is 
240 00U bales more than last year, but for the continent 
is $25,000 short of last year. We may expect an un- 
usually large =e demand, whereas. the 
export was almost stopped by, ‘“‘the 
corner’ last autumn, and some 50,00° bales 
drawn from the continent. Our own spinners were 
also completely arained of cotton last autumn, and 
will, no Goubt, keep up fair working stocks this 
year. so we expect the figures to change gradual- 
ly, and the present visible surplus to disappear. If 
th’e s.ght improvement in Manchester which we 
have already referred to, develop into a strong re- 
vival of trade, the presentprice of cotton will not 
appear too high for a permanency; but 1t is quite 
tuo early to make predictions on that score. we 
note, however, the fact that spinners do not seem 
to be looking for cheaper cotton, and are inclined 
to cover their orders s0 soon as taken. ; 

With regard tothe hew American crop, the plaht- 
ing season has not been very propitious thus far, 
the weather has been unscasonably cold, and ex- 
cept in Texas we think the plantis backward. The 
overflow of the Miasissippiand its tributaries has 
nov subsided rapidly, and we fear that some of the 
bottom lands will hardly be clear of water in time 
to plant this year. The general belief in the south 
is that less land is put under cotton, many asserting 
that the decrease is 5 to10 percent.

It “of therefore, probable-that very moderare ideas 
of crop will rule during this autumn. We are more 
likely to bear of 6 millions than 7,and of 6/4. for 
next season than of 6d per lb. , 

We have already said that much depends upon 
the harvestsin Kurope and India this year, We are 
giad to report that agricultural prospects are better 
in this country than for several years at this date. 
We have had a remarkably fine spring, and the 
crops are looking very healthy and well advanced. 
We hear the same of France. and we would fain 
hope that the long cycle of bad seasons has come to 
enend. Should good weather continue during the 
summer, it will have a certain effect in keeping up 
amore buoyant tone in Manchester and here. _
